The Dollar a Changing Yardstick; 
Ranking Adjusted to Opportunity 


A glance at the list of leading money 
winners. as published occasionally in THE 
Brioop-Horse, shows that most of them 
did their racing within the last few years. 
This is, of course, a natural result of the 
increase in money available. which in 
turn is largely due to inflation, that is. to 
the fact that money is less valuable than 
it was. 

Certainly any ranking of old-time horses 
with those of recent years on the basis of 
money earned shows a tremendous bias 
in favor of the later ones. 

The accompanying tabulation represents 
an attempt to make some correction for 
the inconstant value of the dollar by using 
the average-earnings index. It lists the 
leading money winners (as of the end of 
1948) in the order of the ratio of their 
actual earnings to the average distribution 
per horse in the years in which they raced. 
For comparison. one old-timer. the un- 
beaten Colin. is included here. though he 
was long since displaced from any high 
position on the list, dollar-wise. 

Since 3-year-olds are the special dar- 
lings of the American Turf. any outstand- 
ing horse which retires after his second 
season of racing will have an advantage 


in the average-earnings ratings. Of the 
seven horses at the top of the list. Whirl- 
away is the only one which raced more 
than two seasons. (Whirlaway. incidental- 
ly. is the only horse among those here 
studied which ranked among the ten lead- 
ers at two. three, and four.) Bimelech and 
Alsab. which rank eighth and_ ninth. 
earned very little after their 3-year-old 
season. At the end of his second year of 
racing Alsab’s index was 123.613. Bime- 
lech’s 102.264. 

Among the older horses. the names of 
Seabiscuit and Stymie appear three times 
each among the ten leaders. As a 4-vear- 
old in the lean vear 1937 Seabiscuit 
earned $168.580. which was about 135 
times the general average for that vear. 
As a 6-vear-old in the peak year 1947 
Stymie earned $299.775. or nearlv 106 
times the average. 

The average-earnings index is not es- 
pecially adapted to the task here assigned 
it. that is, correcting the earnings of in- 
dividual outstanding horses. (It is more 
useful in appraising horses as groups.) 
The principal reason for this is the fact 
that the value of stakes. which occupy the 
attention of the hest runners, does not re-

main in constant proportion to the gen- 
eral average. The last few years, for in- 
stance, have seen a flux of $100.000 races. 
hitherto very much a rarity, even in years 
with a comparatively high average per 
horse. Exterminator never earned as much 
as $75,000 in a year, though he was a 
racer of rare ability and had his best 
years in the early 1920’s, when average 
distribution was higher than in the time 
of Seabiscuit. But Seabiscuit had the ad-

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vantage of running in the $100,000 era. 
Nevertheless the average-earnings tech- 
nique, which shows the proportion of ac- 
tual earnings to yearly averages, does 
show the picture more clearly than dol- 
lars alone. The figures here, it should 
be explained, take no account of foreign 
racing. Totals are as of the end of 1948. 


ONE-YEAR LEADERS 


The following horses, among those here 
studied, show the highest indexes (ratio 
of earnings to average distribution per 
starter) in the different age groups. For 
instance, Top Flight as a 2-year-old 
earned $219,000, or 152.826 times the av- 
erage per starter in 1931 ($1,433).

Stakes Reduced at Laurel 


The Maryland Futurity and the Selima 
Stakes are the only two Laurel Park 
stakes which will retain their former 
added value in the fall meeting which 
begins September 24, and ends October 
22. 


Seven $10,000-added stakes have been 
cut 25 per cent, two $15,000-added events 
have been reduced 30 per cent, and the 
value of the Washington Handicap is 
lower by 40 per cent. In addition, two 
$10,000 steeplechase stakes have been 
eliminated from the program. 


Considering total stakes distribution, 
the reduction in added money is from 
$180.000 to $122,500, about 32 per cent.

Empire City Track Sold 


After a long period of negotation, title 
to the Empire City race track property 
in New York has been transferred to the 
Akgam Corporation, which plans to re. 
model it and use it for night harness rac. 
ing. The transfer took place August 17, 
The price was $2,400,000. The Empire 
City name will be retained by the James 
Butler interests, which have long been 
identified with the ownership and man. 
agement of the running track. 

Alfred G. Hoyt, president of the Akgam 
Corporation, said a million dollars will be 
spent in modernizing the plant and chang. 
ing it to a half-mile oval. 

The transaction had been near comple. 
tion in the spring, but in April, Gov. 
ernor Dewey signed a bill to prevent the 
transfer of a license for a harness meeting 
from one locale to another. This prevented 
a meeting this year at the Empire course, 
in Westchester County. When the property 
was transferred recently Mr. Hoyt said 
that Westchester County and the town of 
Yonkers want the plant reopened so they 
can get a share of the pari-mutuel reve- 
nues. He also referred to “selfish and in- 
fluential Long Island interests” (pre- 
sumably Roosevelt Raceway), which had 
blocked efforts to obtain dates for the 
Empire outfit. 

Consummation of the sale apparently 
leaves the way open for the Butler in- 
terests to build a new race track. Last 
year it was announced that the Emnire 
City Racing Association, which has been

The impression here. when Christopher 
Chenery’s Hill Prince came out for the 
Babylon Handicap at a bit less than even 
money, was that he was being overrated, 
but this turned out to be wrong. He was 
enough the best that Arcaro wasn’t in 
any hurry with him, and let him run only 
through the last three furlongs. He is a 
good-sized, deep-chested, rather brawny 
colt. by *Princequillo. which you wouldn’t 
exactly expect to sire early speed but 
which seems to be doing it anyway. He 
is now heing spoken of as Middleground’s 
successor as 2-year-old leader in the East. 
and probably deserves it. though I would 
take the Texas-bred over him by some 
pounds. 


A line through Navy Chief. however. 
puts them close together. In the Hopeful. 
Middleground got four pounds from Navy 
Chief and beat him six lengths. In the 
Rebylon. Hill Prince gave five pounds to 
Navy Chief and beat him about three 
leneths. the filly Miss Degree, under a 
feather of 105. splitting them at the end. 
When vou balance the nine pounds against 
the difference of three lengths. you still 
have Middleground in front. but not by 
more than a length. 

It is true that many of the better 2- 
year-olds. such as More Sun. Greek Ship. 
Mr. Trouble. Guillotine. and Suleiman. 
were not in the Babylon. but since Navy 
Chief beat all these in the Hopeful. Hill 
Prince wasn’t just beating the second 
raters, even if the race itself was only a 
minor one. 


SUB-HEAD. Not many of the cus- 
tomers got anything except $5.40 when 
Running Story won the second race, a 
$7.500 claimer. on Wednesday. but there’s 
a fair story behind the *Mahmoud filly. 
It started in the winter of 1945-1946.

Pounditout. 

Pounditeut cost nothing until he was 
weaned, but the trouble was that he was 
weaned only of milk. He still liked oats 
and hay. I think that at one time every- 
body on the F-T and most people for 
several blocks around owned at least 1/64 
of him, but as the stable bills began to 
come in there was what you might call 
a recapitalization. I do not know exactly 
how his ownership wound up. but one 
of the surviving partners was Gene Leone.

My Request, which has been less successful 
this year than anyone thought he would be this 
time last year. won his third stakes of 1949 in 
winning the Edgemere Handicap. It was his first 
major victory since April, when he won the Ex- 
celsior Handicap.

Death of Dinner Gong Leading 
To Creation of Burial Plots 


Det Mar 

A stiff ocean breeze whipped over Del 
Mar. scattering a persistent fog, as the 
fine horse Dinner Gong came out for 
what was to be the last race of his career, 
on the afternoon of August 20. He was 
the highweight under 128 pounds and the 
favorite at 6 to 5 for the 1,4; mile San 
Diego Handicap. Dinner Gong finished 
seventh. Swinging around the far turn, 
he moved up strongly in the wake of the 
leaders, looked like he was going to wrest 
command from his field, and then dropped 
back. 

He had gone into the race wearing a 
bar plate on his right front hoof, and he 
came out of it, X-rays showed, with a 
fracture of the ospedus bone. After the 
last race of the day on the evening of 
August 24, Dinner Gong was taken from 
his stall, loaded into the horse ambulance, 
and vanned beyond a ridge 300 yards East 
of the track. There the handsome chest- 
nut colt by Eight Thirty out of the Equi- 
poise mare Equilette was destroyed by 
lethal injection. 

What happened after that was a stigma 
upon racing that lovers of fine Thorough- 
breds will not soon forget. Remains of the 
horse were vanned to a rendering plant 
in east San Diego. where the drayman 
collected a few dollars for his work. It 
was. very probably, the same routine that 
is followed in most cases when it is nec- 
essary to destroy a race horse. Only this 
was no ordinary case. as Dinner Gong 
certainly was no ordinary horse. In a short 
but spectacular career he had earned 
$169.640 and had won the San Antonio 
Handicap. the Golden Gate Mile. the La 
Jolla Handicap and the Yerba Buena 
Stakes. He was also second in the Santa 
Anita. San Juan Canistrano. San Carlos. 
and Argonaut Handicaps, and third in 
the Maturity Stakes and the American 
and Sunset Handicaps. He owned a share 
of the former world’s record of 1:2145 for 
seven furlongs. and he held the track rec- 
ord of 1:36 for one mile at Del Mar. 

Ahe Hirschberg. of San Francisco. pur- 
chased him for $34.000 at the C. V. Whit- 
ney sale of horses-in-training last Sep- 
tember at Belmont Park. and at the time 
of his death he was insured for that 
amount. He was a grand horse. with a 
fine record of giving his best at all times. 
The racing public was shocked when it 
read the heartless details of how his career 
had ended. 

The sad fact was that the entire thing 


could so easily have been avoided. On the 
afternoon Dinner Gong was to be de- 
stroyed, this reporter suggested to Hirsch- 
berg that the horse be laid to rest in the 
infield at Del Mar. It was an honor Din- 
ner Gong richly deserved. and Hirschberg 
asked if | would lay the suggestion before 
track officials. So the proposal to bury 
Dinner Gone in the infield of the track 
was taken up with Webb Everett. the 
director of racing and general manager 


of Del Mar. 


Everett did not want to set a precedent, 
but this reporter pointed out that was 
impossible since two horses, War Valor 
and a one-time trotting star named Di- 
rect Express. are already buried in the 
infield. Everett said he would discuss it 
with other officials, and call back. In 
half an hour he reported that permission 
would have to be obtained from the San 
Diego County Fair Association. 22nd 
Agricultural District, owners of the prop- 
erty. A few hours later Dinner Gong was 


destroyed, and his remains were on the 
way to a tallow factory. 

Next day Paul W. Mannen, secretary. 
manager of the fair association, said he 
would have been happy had the Thorough.- 
bred been laid to rest in the infield at 
Del Mar: moreover, he would gladly have 
given his permission for the track to erect 
a fitting memorial in the infield to what 
he considered a great race horse. 


Hirschberg. of course. came in for con- 
siderable pummelling in the daily press. 
not all of which was deserved. When Din- 
ner Gong was ordered destroyed. he asked 
that no one connected with the stable men- 
tion it to him again; he said he felt so 
bad he did not know. and did not want 
to know. the exact moment the horse was 
to die. And he believed. so he said. that ar- 
rangements had been made to bury him 
“over the hill somewhere.” Hirschberg’s 
only mistake. as this reporter sees it, was 
that he should have known the Thorough- 
bred was buried. and where. The track 
certainly erred in not even bothering to 
ask permission to bury one of its fallen 
heroes in a place of honor in the infield. 

It was one of those stories that come 
up every once in a while in newspaper 
work that no one wants to write. but some- 
one must. When the story was as dead as 
Dinner Gong. the Turf Writers of Southern

California held one of their infrequent 
meetings, and out of it came the most con- 
structive suggestion racing out this way 
has had in a good many years. 


The writers suggested that cemeteries 
be established at Santa Anita, Hollywood 
Park, Del Mar, and Agua Caliente for 
Thoroughbreds which must be destroyed 
as a result of injuries during the course 
of the racing seasons at the various tracks. 
Copies of the letter were sent to Dr. 
Charles H. Strub, Jack F. Mackenzie, 
Joseph M. Schenck, and Walter Marty. 


The writers suggested that Santa Anita 
and Hollywood Park, if they so desire, ar- 
range a common burial ground; or, if 
they so prefer, lay the Thoroughbreds to 
rest in the infields of their training tracks. 
“We also feel,” the Turf Writers said, 
“that the race tracks should bear the ex- 
pense of burying the Thoroughbreds, and 
that some sort of a stone bearing the 
name, breeding and a brief history of the 
horse’s racing record be erected over the 
grave. 

“Besides reflecting a warm sentiment 
for Thoroughbreds on the part of all those 
in racing, we also feel that such a ceme- 
tery would be of much interest to the gen- 
eral public, and, if possible, it should be 
in a place the public can visit. Even the 


lowliest platers have their admirers, and 
contribute as much toward putting on the 
show. 

“In the matter of public relations be- 
tween track operators and the public, we 
feel that the establishment of such ceme- 
teries at this time is vitally important.” 

Mr. Schenck. first to reply to the Turf 
Writers’ suggestion, commended them on 
the idea and said that “steps are already 
under way” to make the Thoroughbred 
cemetery at Del Mar a reality. Mr. Marty 
wrote “We will have an arch leading to 
the cemetery, with the wrought iron let- 
tering, ‘Aqui Se Duerman Los Caballos 
Gallantes.’ Translated from the Spanish, 
it is, ‘Here Gallant Thoroughbreds 
Sleep.”” 

Dr. Strub and Mr. Mackenzie are va- 
cationing. and have not been heard from 
as yet. 

Perhaps much good may yet come of 
the tragic and heartless end of the fine 
race horse. Dinner Gong.

fice in New York which does not need to 
learn the difficulty and expense of own- 
ing race horses from a book. 


CARGO. All the names in this item have 
to be supressed, but they don’t really 
matter. The story itself is indicative of 
what we may call the owner-trainer rela- 
tionship as it is practiced. 


The hero of this item was training a 
string of horses for a comparatively new 
owner, and after a while he quit. He was 
telling another trainer about it. 


“Do you know what I found that 
with?” he asked earnestly. 


His auditor thought fleetingly of a 
couple of tins of heroin. a sub-machine 
gun. or the reports from a white slave 
ring. 

“No. what did he have?” he asked ex- 
pectantly. 


“Why. damn him,” said the trainer, “he 
had a condition book!” 


RETURN. This I wouldn’t have be- 
lieved if T hadn’t seen it. At Aqueduct 
last Saturday. away up the stretch. came 
a chestnut horse galloping with a pony. 
It subsequently developed that the pony 
boy had a small number on his shoulder. 
but at the distance it couldn’t be deci- 
phered., even with glasses. And suddenly 
Aqueduct’s crowded grandstand began to 
roar with applause. This onlooker picked 
up his glasses. to see what the hell, and 
through them saw a_ well-remembered 
blazed face and a high head.

The sequel was not particularly good.

it. He dropped back even behind the 
trailers. and finished last. 

Hirsch Jacobs hadn’t expected him to 
win. He'd tried to get him into an over- 
night race. but one after another had 
failed to fill, and after all. the season is 
getting along. So he put the 8-vear-old 
in the Edgemere largely to get him a 
race. But it looked to me like Stymie 
was a cond deal more than one race away. 
He deserves another try or two, of course, 
since a 14-month retirement not 
lightly to be brushed off. But it was the 
first time I've ever seen him with nothing 
at all in the stretch.

V for Eight-Length Victory 


Until recent weeks one important thing 
missing from the many-sided career of 
Winston Churchill was a race horse. This 
summer he bought a French-bred gray 
colt, Colonist 2nd, a 3-year-old maiden by 
Rienzo—Cybele, by Chateau Bouscaut, 
and moved him to England. There, un- 


der the Churchill colors. he has won twice 
in two starts. 

Mr. Churchill missed seeing his first 
victory. but he was there for the second. 
It came at Windsor September 10. the 
day the St. Leger was run at Doncaster. 
He and Mrs. Churchill arrived about 45 
minutes before the race and. according 
to the Associated Press. “attracted more 
attention than the horses.” The Conserva- 
tive leader acknowledged the cheers of 
the crowd with a smile. a wave of his 
cigar. and his V-for-victory sign. Colonist 
2nd, the 1-to-5 favorite. carrying top 
weight of 129 pounds. won the Lime Tree 
Stakes by eight lengths. 


Palestine and Diableretta 


The best 2-year-old colt and best 2- 
year-old filly in England this year are 
both in the stable of the Aga Khan. The 
filly. Diableretta, by Dante (Nearco) out 
of Dodona. by Dastur out of Mumtaz Be- 
gum. ran third in her first start, and since 
then has won six successive races. Her 
dam. a winner in the war vear 1941, is 
sister to Darbhanga and half sister to 
Nasrullah and Rivaz, top-class performers. 
The second dam, Mumtaz Begum, is by 
*Blenheim 2nd out of Mumtaz Mahal, 
hence closely related to *Mahmoud. 

Palestine, still unbeaten, last week can- 
tered to an eight-length victory in the 
Champagne Stakes at Doncaster, with only 
one opponent behind him. He has out- 
classed his division by such a margin that 
in his more recent races he has had only 
one or two to run against him. His vic- 
tories were in the Sandown Park Pro- 
duce Stakes, Coventry Stakes, National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes, Richmond 


Stakes, Gimcrack Stakes, and the Cham- 


pagne—a series of six in which he has 
never been extended and has never won 
by less than three lengths. The Aga Khan, 
whose success has been remarkable ever 
since he entered racing. is beginning to 
call Palestine the best 2-year-old he ever 
owned.

holding its meetings at Jamaica for the 
last several years because the old site 
had become inadequate, had made ar- 
rangements to buy several tracts of land 
in the Bronx, where a new track is to be 
constructed. However, no new details as 
to this proposed move have been an- 
nounced for several months. 


Racing Strip Rebuilt 


Work is in progress on the rebuilding 
of the racing strip at Santa Anita Park. 
The old soil has been removed, and a 
tile drainage system is being installed 
around the inside of the track. A nine- 
inch drainage foundation will be applied. 
followed by nine inches of mixed soil. 
This will be compacted and allowed to 
settle. Then a three-inch cushion will be 
added. 

The degree of elevation of the outer 
edge of the strip will be changed on the 
straightaways. The inner level will be 
raised, lessening the amount of slope to- 
ward the inside rail. The superelevation 
on the turns will not be changed. Goose- 
neck supports will be installed for the 
inner rail. 


Pimlico Fall Program 


A reduction in purse values for fall 
stakes and in the number of stakes to be 
run has been announced for the 21-day 
fall meeting to be held at Pimlico October 
25-November 17. inclusive. These dates 
include four days for Havre de Grace. 

The stakes-a-day program which has 
been a feature of previous meetings at 
Pimlico has been curtailed.

A Judgment of Black Tarquin: 
At His Best, Europe’s Best 


LONDON 
Mr. William Woodward’s Black Tar- 
quin has run his last race. In a few weeks 
he will be shipped to U.S.A. and in due 
course will join the other notable stal- 
lions at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky. There was general regret here 
that the colt should have suffered a par- 
tial eclipse in his last race. Plans had 
been laid for him to cortest the Prin- 
cess of Wales’s Stakes at Newmarket on 
June 30. with a farewell appearance in 
Sandown’s Eclipse Stakes on July 15. 


After the defeat in the Princess of 
Wales’s Stakes, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort got in touch with Mr. Woodward and 
they agreed to accept the obvious. It was 
a wise decision. It is all very well being 
wise after the event. Before the Princess 
of Wales’s Stakes I did not hear anyone 
suggest the gruelling Gold Cup had taken 
more out of him than could be replaced 
in a short time. Odds of 3 to 1 were 
freely laid on Black Tarquin in the Prin- 
cess of Wales’s Stakes. Since Ascot he 
had been working well enough to sug- 
gest he had come to little harm as a re- 
sult of his tilt with the cast-iron Alycidon 
in the Gold Cup. ; 

The race proved that Black Tarquin 


had been drained of his resources. I would 
not say he looked much lighter than he 
had done prior to the Gold Cup. He ap- 
peared very bright, though inclined to 
sweat up a bit. But he had done that at 
Ascot. He just didn’t have a kick in him 
when it came to racing. Then we knew 
the pitcher had gone to the well once too 
often. Black Tarquin had gone through 
a searching preparation for the Gold Cup. 
He gave all he had in that race. Putting 
it all together, it had left him bereft of 
energy. One must accept that fact. It 
can also be regretted that it was so. 

Black Tarquin was carrying 136 pounds 
in the Princess of Wales’s Stakes of a mile 
and a half. He was giving 7 pounds to 
Royal Drake and 12 pounds to Flush 
Royal, to say nothing of 28 pounds to 
the 3-year-old Dogger Bank. But that 
would not have troubled the real Black 
Tarquin. The old sparkle had gone. There 
was no vitality and I’m sure Edgar Britt 
got a shock when he called upon the colt 
and found there was no response. 

It was going into the Dip that Black 
Tarquin was asked to race in earnest. He 
could not quicken, and up the final hill 
he tired so badly that he was even beaten 
out of a place. So ends the racing career 


of a brilliant racehorse. It would have 
been courting disaster to run him in the 
Eclipse Stakes against fresh and fit rivals, 
Far better to accept the inevitable and 
let him freshen up for his activities in 
the new career that awaits him. 

American breeders should make a 
point of seeing Black Tarquin for them. 
selves. I should be agreeably surprised 
if they could produce a more magnificent 
specimen of the Thoroughbred. Black Tar- 
quin is in every respect one of the best- 
leoking horses I have even seen irrespec- 
tive of the country of origin. With it all 
he has wonderful character. 


Tribute must be paid to the care with 
which Captain Boyd-Rochfort has brought 
the colt along. After a hard bout in the 
Gimerack Stakes as a 2-year-old the 
trainer advised that the colt should be 
rested for the remainder of the season. 
Black Tarquin won two of his four races 
as a 2-year-old. It was hoped he would 
be a Derby proposition but it was not to 
be. Even so I have never regretted sing- 
ing his praises before he ran as a 3-year- 
old. I had hoped it would be possible to 
get him ready in time for the Derby. The 
trainer found it could not be done. 

Not se long ago Captain Boyd-Rochfort 
told me he had been criticised for not 
having the colt fit enough to do himself 
justice in the Derby. “I might well have 
ruined him,” said the trainer. With such 
a gross colt he had to be allowed to find 
his form in his own time. He was given 
a lot of long steady work to fine him 
down and none can deny that the trainer 
did a good job of work. 

It was at Ascot. when Black Tarquin 
thoroughly trounced The Cobbler over a 
mile in the St. James’s Palace Stakes 
at Ascot. that we began to appreciate the 
true worth of the black colt. It was a 
ereat fight he made with the older Italian- 
bred Tenerani in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes over a mile and a half at Ascot 
in July. The camera had to be consulted 
to prove that Black Tarquin had been 
beaten by a whisker. Then came the St. 
Leger triumph. his final race as a 3- 
year-old. 

Black Tarquin turned out as a 4-year- 
old for the mile and a half Chippenham 
Stakes at Newmarket in April. The ca- 
pable French trainer Jack Cunnington 
had sent over the good 4-year-old Tana- 
grello. It was thought no 4-year-old would 
give Tanagrello 12 pounds, particularly 
as the French colt had already won two 
races and had proved himself to be in 
top form. Still backward, Black Tarquin 
simply toyed with Tanagrello. When given 
his head Black Tarquin raced past his 
rival with the greatest of ease. Two other 
easy races preceded the Gold Cup. We 
know now that two miles and a half in a 
cracking race is beyond the endurance 
powers of Black Tarquin. 
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I would sum him up by saying that in 
his prime nothing in Europe could have 
been produced to beat him from a mile 
and a half to a mile and three quar- 
ters. What he will do at the stud re- 
mains to be seen. I will only say he him- 
self is the ideal breeders seek to pro- 
duce. If he can beget stock as good-look- 
ing and possessed of the same ability as 
himself he will leave a lasting mark in 
the annals of the Turf. We bid goodbye 
to Black Tarquin with our best wishes. 
We shall remember him by his victories 
rather than by his defeats. 


AMOUR DRAKE. I went over to 
Chantilly to see the French Derby and 
to Longchamp for the Grand Prix de 
Paris. | was not impressed. I might re- 
mark in passing that the defeat of Amour 
Drake in the Grand Prix simply bore out 
what I had written after the Derby. I was 
almost alone in taking the view that 
Amour Drake was not a victim of mis- 
fortune in the Derby. 


I believe Captain Boyd-Rochfort was 
impressed with the bridle worn by Cita- 
tion in his races when visiting the U.S.A. 
last winter. Lone Eagle now wears a 
similar one in his races. Lone Eagle is 
inclined to be headstrong and usually is 
held by an attendant behind the starting 
gate. It was rather curious that at one 
time before the start took place there 
were three attendants. each holding a 
horse by the head. That is something I 
do not remember seeing on an English 
racecourse before. The others were the 
French challengers Nirgal and Bey. 

The Queen Elizabeth Stakes is a post- 
war introduction. In pre-war days there 
was only one meeting at Ascot. Now- 
adays three meetings are arranged to 
follow the Royal meeting of four days 
in June. The first of them is the two-day 
fixture which took place on July 8 and 9. 
From its introduction the Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes has been a success. Last 
year it was after a terrific duel that the 
Italian horse Tenerani beat Black Tar- 
quin on a photo finish. The race is run 
over a mile and a*half and is open to 
3-year-olds and upwards strictly at weight- 
for-age—no penalties or allowances. The 
added money is £6,000 and this year the 
value to the owner of the winner was 


£7,465. 


It was an international contest. with 
France represented by Nirgal and Bey, 
Ireland by Beau Sabreur, U.S.A. by Lone 
Eagle. and England by Swallow Tail. The 
other runners. Flush Roval and Royal 
Drake. were bred in France but are now 
trained in England. Swallow Tail was a 
dominating favourite while Lone Eagle 
was only mildly supported at 8 to 1. 

After the Queen Elizabeth Stakes it 
might be argued that Lone Eagle would 


have won the Derby if he had been 
started. I do not think the colt was then 
in a condition to do himself full justice. 
Just before the Derby he had been readily 
beaten by Summertime in what was re- 
garded as a Derby trial at Kempton. It 
It was because of the defeat that Lone 
Eagle was taken out of the Derby and 
trained for the Gold Vase at Ascot. In 
that race he beat Royal Empire by feur 
lengths and the latter suffered only a 
length defeat in the Grand Prix de Paris. 
Subsequent to the Derby. Swallow Tail had 
scored easily in the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Ascot, and it was claimed that 
he was a better colt than ever. What to 
make of his display in the Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes I do not know. He finished 
sixth of the seven runners with only the 
non-staying Flush Royal behind. 


The finish really concerned only Lone 
Eagle and the Irish 4-vear-old Beau 
Sabreur. Although a hard puller, Lone 
Eagle settled down quite smoothly in the 
lead. I think he is quite happy when he 
can do that, and once he was in front 
he did not fight for his head. It was not 
a very fast pace he set, and as they made 
their way along the far side of the course 
Lone Eagle was just in front of Nirgal 
and Royal Drake, who was fighting hard 
for his head. 

Lone Eagle turned into the straight just 
in front, and the only one to put in a 
challenge was Beau Sabreur. A furlong 
in the straight Beau Sabreur raced past 
Lone Eagle and in doing so caught Mr. 
Woodward’s colt a hefty bump. That did 
not do Lone Eagle any good but he is 
made of the right stuff. Beau Sabreur 
has a fine turn of speed but having got 
about half a length in front, the effort 
began to tell on him. Lone Eagle kept 
on battling away. and half a furlong from 
the winning post he had drawn level with 
Beau Sabreur. The greater stamina of the 
3-year-old told and he won by half a 
length. W. H. Carr, who rode Lone Eagle, 
told me he thought he might have won 
by two lengths if he had not got that 
bump. 

Not many horses win up the Ascot hill 
after they have lost the lead and due 
credit must be given to Lone Eagle for 
the game way in which he came again. 
That franks his stamina. whatever else 
it did. It was not a well run race, but 
having already proved he can stay two 
miles in a good gallop Lone Eagle has 
become an 11-to-4 favourite for the St. 
Leger, with Swallow Tail at 4 to 1. 

Lone Eagle is still little more than a 
racehorse in the making. He is by no 
means in possession of his full strength 
and there can be no doubt he will be 
relatively a much better 4-year-old. He 
wants to let down in his frame and | take 
the view that he is naturally a slow-de- 
veloping colt. He has courage and stamina 
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and I hope he will remain in training 
another year. He is too much “in the air” 
at present but with another winter over 
his head he may be a different proposi- 
tion. 

The 1948 French Derby winner Bey 
was, I thought, the best-looking colt in 
the field. He is now a much better-looking 
colt than last year. He had been disap- 
pointing this season but ran a sound race. 
Dropped out in the early stages, he did 
not challenge until the straight was 
reached. He moved through the field 
steadily as if he might take a hand in 
the finish. He could not quite keep it up 
and finally lost second place by a length 
and a half. It was his best performance 
of the season and it may be he is just 
finding his form.

Sheridan Handicap at Washington Park on Au- 
gust 10 in 1:21%6, setting a new world record, 
the expectation was that it would not be ap- 
proached for some time. Olympia’s extremely fast 
early past and Ky. Colonel’s speed toward the 
end composed an unusual set of circumstances, 
not likely of duplication except under very favor- 
able conditions. 

Yet Calumet’s Two Lea, a4 filly carrying eight 
more pounds than Ky. Colonel in his record ef- 
fort, came within two-fifths of equaling the world 
mark. The circumstances were quite similar: Ima- 
comin set a blistering early pace. Two Lea car- 
ried on when the *Heliopolis filly wavered. 

The fractions in Ky. Colonel’s race were :10%, 
721%, :32%, :434, :56, and 1:08%. Imacomin, 
which made the early pace in the Artful, ran in 
210%, :21%, :32%, :44%, :56%, 1:08%.

The recent loss of the stakes-winning Dinner 
Gong by Abe Hirschberg, the San Francisco horse 
owner and real estate operator, has been offset 
to some degree by the successes of Bolero, which 
he bought in June from Arnold Hanger for a 
reported $31,500.

Prevaricator, the first stakes winner for Omaha 
this year, was foaled April 21, 1943, at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. Consigned 
to the Keeneland Summer Sales as a yearling, he 
was bought for $2,500 by Fred Wyse, of Houston, 
Texas. He raced for Wyse at two, and won two 
races. In his first start at three, he was claimed 
for $10,000 by E. O. Stice and Sons, his present 
owners. He first became a stakes winner in 1947 
when he won the San Franciscan and Alameda 
Handicaps. Last year he won the Bing Crosby, 
San Diego, Seabiscuit Handicaps, and the Golden 
Gate Mile. Prevaricator set new track records at 
‘Golden Gate Fields (a mile in 1:34%), and Del 
Mar (1; miles in 1:423%6). He also set a new 
track record and equaled the world record at 
Golden Gate Fields (175 miles in 1:4136). 

White Lies, the dam of Prevaricator, was sold 
in the Keeneland Fall Sales of 1947 to Frank 
Spencer for $700. 

In the San Diego Handicap, Prevaricator was 
the eighth horse, in a nine-horse field, to get away 
from the starting gate. But he advanced steadily 
to win by a neck from Moonrush, which had 
been forwardly placed from the beginning. Top’s 
Boy, the pacemaker most of the way, was third.

The brown 
gelding underlined his triumph by covering the 
2% miles in 5:06% for a new track record. This 
was 4% faster than the former mark, set by 
Tourist List last year under 142 pounds. 

Sun Bath this year has won the North Amer- 
ican and Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicaps, in 
addition to the Saratoga, was second in the Indian 
River Steeplechase Handicap and third in the 
Georgetown Steeplechase Handicap.
